causft of an unusual spirit of lawless- 
'ness arnoug the white people of Geor- 
gia that they would perpetrate or per- 
mit such 'rnob violence? I .dare say 
.that the criminal record'of this class 
of her people will compare favorably

The scanty Attendance of members 


ot the reiclistug.'e'veii when questions 
of the utmost moment are under dis- 
cussion, is one of the signs of the 
limes in Germany. The- house num- 
bers 307 member.",, most of them are 
well-to-do gentlemen, and yet- it rare- 
ly happens that more' than, Forty or 
fifty members are present-during the 
sittings. Even among these a la'rj 
proportion belongs io the social demo- 
cratic party, ir.cn 'who are usually in 
poor circumstances. Various reme 
dies have been lately, proposed to im- 
prove the attendance, but 
the most 


favored proposal is that which pro- 
vides for the., payment o£ members 
At present the only privilege of this 
nature enjoyed by 
deputies' is the 


right to travel free on all state rail- 
ways. During the course of this ses- 
sion a bill, I understand, will bo in- 
troduced to provide a stipend for 
reichstag and landtag deputies. In 
all probability it will -not .take, the 
shape of a yearly salary, as in Ameri- 
ca, but payment will be dependent on 
the number of sittings attended by 
members. It. is felt 
that, the mere 


payment of a-salary would not insure 
either regular- or frequent attendance. 
The social democratic members at the 
present time draw salary averaging 
about 51,000. nnmially from their po- 
litical organizations.

Some of these children are mere ba- 
bies and their- parents are highly in- 
dignant -and demand an investigation.

opened the conflict. It'was followed 
by !a declaration of E.-Hi Garrigue, 
general agent of .the Merchants' In- 
surance . Company of ]STewark, • N, J., 
that he would meet'.the reduction's in 
the five states proposed by the union 
and would extend the cut to Chicago 
and Cook county. He also offered to 
pay agents 25 • per cent commission 
flat on all Cook county business. 


An armistice was arranged yester- 


day in consequence of this lone man 
snapping iis fingers at the union., 
Agents1 who were angry at the at- 
tempt of the union to cut .down .their 
commissions to-10 per cent joined bis 
banner. The armistice is between the

They.are:taken by.. boat--,-to 
Dyea, at the-head.of salt water navi- 
gation,, and there put into harness to 
assist in -hauling1 outfits and. supplies 
over -the Chilkoot pass .and down .the 
further slope to the series of fresh 
water lakes:-forming'the headquarters 
of the Yukon tributaries. Up to.May, 
when the ice breaks lip, -'dog. teams 
slide over the smooth, surf ace-of these 
lakes with surprising- rapidity, consid- 
the loads they haul, "There -are'por- 
tajres' to be made around dangerous 
rapids, 'and here again their services 
are invaluable. Arriving at th'e cen- 
tral' (posts, such as Forty Mile . or Cir- 
cle .City, both men and dogs take a 
rest. In' most cases the dogs are put 
into harness again for the trip to the

The sledge'dogs are too valuable'not 


to'be taken well care'of where, that

The dogs'must be ac- 
climated in order to stand the severi- 
ties of .the winter, -it is found that 
dogs taken .from ^Montana and Dakota 
endure -the Yukon winters with less 
suffering than... those .bred in the 
milder climate of Tuge't Sound. -Two 
splendid specimens of native .Alaska 
dogs;,'wcre brought liere a. few days 
ago, their owner finding 'it cheaper to 
pa their passage on the steamer .than 
to'have them boarded at Dyca during 
his trip -here for supplies. The ani- 
mals 'weigh, one S\'i and the other S3 
pounds. The large one cost its owner 
$117 
at Circle - City.. It is a cross-be- 


tween a dog belonging to a family' of 
missionaries .that went-to-the Yukon 
years ago and one .that hniled from 
the shores .of -the. Mackenzie River. 
Both animals are stout, we.ll1 propor 
tioned .and-1 muscled, and have, excep- 
tionally short and heavy necks.

His snccess" was dno to tho 
fuet that he approached only the ignorant, 
who in his day abounded in. the highest, 
social circles of "Europe. Kcoly, on tho 
contrary, has seldom carcd'to display any 
manifestations of .his iliscovery esoept to 
men of 'laoonanlcal and scientdflo attain- 
ments, men who would,be quick to note 
any possible adaptation, 'no matter how 
skillful, of any known sources of power. 
la the earlier days of tbe Koelymotor ex- 
citement tho stockholders ware largeJy en- 
gineers, master mechanics and1 prominent 
constructors and users of machinery. Most 
of them in timo lost pationoe-with the 
man whom they regarded'-. as discoverer 
rather than inventor, and the' burden of 
their complaint wos fjat-Keol^aoemed in- 
competent! to -understand or' develop a 
power bitlierto unknown, upon which;-, he 
probably iir.d stumbled. 
Koely-'s own 


manner gave color to this charge, for ha 
was secretive lo-hn exasperating degree, 
refusing to talk ci mechanical powers of 
any kind, probably'because ot tho cfmo ho 
was ignorani-<5?"tnem.

His utterances road like gibberish, 
ami it is not .surprising.that most people 
reach the conclusion that the man is only 
gee-king to disguise beneath an inky dis- 
charge of incomprehensibilities the fact ot 
his own ignoraneo aud emptiness." His 
experimental work bas been <3ono in a 
building to which no curiong person could 
force access, and it has no windows on die 
ground floor. 


The fact remains, however, that despite 


nil his exasperating delays and almost in- 
sulting suspicions Mr..-1 ICeely .has novtir 
been without intelligent adherent: and 
rich backers.' He is probably tho only in- 
ventor whoso workforv20 years brought 
fort-h nothing tangible, yet who during so 
long' a period always, obtained without 
trouble whatever money ho nooded.
